Introductions 

CURLY  WURLY  (Neiderliolzer)  — Strong  upright  plant  with  an  abundance 
of  flowers.  The  turkey  red  se])als  are  oddly  curled  and  whirled.  The  single 
corolla  of  very  fine  bell  shape  is  a  very  dark  violet  ])nrple,  lighter  at  the 
base  and  with  brilliant  red  streaks.

Tube 
and  broad  sepals  of  a  pale  carmine  scarlet.  Large  corolla  of  deep  brick 
orange  red.
